Remember  we  have  one  of  the  largest  pecan  nurseries  in  the  world,  and 
are  growing  trees  with  the  best  root  system  grown,  which  is  the  life  and 
making  of  a tree. 

The  first  thing  a business  man  will  ask  when  thinking  of  making  an  in- 
vestment is,  what  will  it  pay  and  is  it  a safe  invsetment?  We  think  that  we 
can  prove  to  you,  beyond  a doubt,  that  money  spent  in  setting  out  a pecan 
grove  wdll  bring  you  the  largest  profits  and  make  the  safest  investment  you 
can  possibly  make.  * 

A pecan  grove  set  out  in  first  class  condition  on  land  that  costs,  say  $25 
per  acre  is  valued  at  $100  per  acre  the  first  year.  Each  year  it  is  estimated 
that  the  growth  wdll  increase  the  value  $100  per  acre  until  they  are  ten  years 
old.  This  making  them  worth  $1000  per  acre. 

Here  are  a few  figures  for  your  consideration  w'hich  will  easily  prove  to  you 
that  an  acre  of  paper  shell  pecans  is  w’orth  $1000  and  up  if  they  have  had  the 
proper  care. 

There  are  a great  many  capitalists  that  figure  that  if  they  buy  a piece 
of  property  that  pays  them  $100  rent,  that  property  is  worth  $1000,  which 
w’ould  be  10  per  cent.  You  can  value  an  acre  of  pecans  at  $1000,  and  wdien  it 
is  from  12  to  15  years  old  it  will  pay  from  25  to  30  per  cent  on  that  valuation. 

Mrs.  T.  D. Ramsey,  of  Albany,  Georgia,  has  an  80-acre  pecan  grove,  w’hich 
she  has  been  offered  $80,000  for  at  12  years  old,  but  she  refused  to  sell  it  and 
gave  for  her  reason  that  there  was  nothing  she  could  invest  in  that  w'ould  bring 
her  such  an  income  and  at  the  same  time  be  so  safe  for  her  children  as  the 
pecan  grove.  ( A wise  decision.) 


Col.  C.  A.  Duzee.  former  President  of  the  National  Nut  Growers’  Asso- 
ciation, said : “My  own  best  trees  are  eight  years  old  now  and  they  have  re- 
turned me  more  mone}^  than  the  cost  of  the  trees,  land,  cultivation,  fertilizing 
and  interest  on  the  investment.”  He  says  he  values  his  grove  at  ten  times 
what  it  cost. 

Mr.  C.  M.  Barnwell,  of  Baconton,  Georgia,  sold  his  young  grove  for 
$200,000.  He  cannot  give  up  the  pecan  business  so  he  has  begun  another  grove 
of  400  trees. 

Mr.  1.  P.  Delmas,  Pascogoula,  Miss.,  has  an  18-acre  grove  which  contains 
325  trees  of  four  varieties,  and  when  this  grove  was  only  nine  years  old  he 
gathered  9750  pounds  of  pecans  from  it.  He  sold  these  nuts  at  75c,  60c  and  40c 
per  pound.  Say  he  averaged  50c  per  pound,  the  crop  for  the  year  paid  him 
$4,875,  or  $270  per  acre  and  $15  per  tree.  This  18-acre  grove  would  pay  10 
per  cent  on  $48,750.00  and  each  acre  would  pay  10  per  cent  on  $2,700  and  each 
tree  would  pay  10  per  cent  on  $150.  As  stated  before,  this  grove  was  only  nine 
3^ears  old.  You  might  say  just  beginning  to  bear.  At  12  and  15  years  their 
yield  will  be  much  greater  than  the  above  crop,  and  will  continue  to  increase 
yield  every  year  as  long  as  they  live,  and  there  are  lots  of  pecan  trees  that  are 
known  to  be  over  a hundred  years  old  and  are  still  bearing  heavy  crops.  Think 
and  see  if  you  can  recall  seeing  many  large  pecan  trees  dead.  Now  the  above 
grove  has  had  good  attention  but  no  better  than  we  can  give  it  if  we  will.  Let’s 
make  a conservative  estimate  and  cut  the  above  figures  one-half  and  figure  on 
20  tree  per  acre  at  $7.50  per  tree;  one  acre  would  bring  $150  w^hich  would  be 
10  per  cent  on  $1,500.  Remember  we  are  figuring  on  young  trees,  but  wouldn’t 
they  be  worth  $1,000  per  acre  if  they  never  increased  any  more?  A pecan 
grove  will  continually  increase  in  value  as  the  trees  grow  older. 

An  article  appeared  in  Home  and  State  of  Dallas,  said  every  home  in  the 
pecan  district  should  have  at  least  25  to  30  good  pecan  trees  set  out  around  the 
yard,  barnyard,  cow  lot,  hog  pen  and  fence  corners.  All  these  are  fine  if  the 
trees  are  cultivated  and  started  to  growing  nicely.  In  many  cases  pecan  trees 
bear  from  200  to  600  pounds  of  pecans  per  tree  and  are  readily  sold  at  from 
40c  to  60c  per  pound.  Twenty-five  to  thirty  trees  producing  one-half  of  the 
above  crop  and  selling  at  one-fourth  the  above  price,  \vould  add  some  $750 
to  $900  to  the  income  from  the  farm. 

Mr.  John  A.  Lott,  of  Waycross,  Georgia,  has  a four-acre  seedling  grove 
which  produced  5,000  pounds  pecans  one  year  which  were  sold  at  $1,275, 
which  was  $318.75  per  acre,  or  would  have  been  10  per  cent  on  $3,187.50. 

Are  not  these  trees  worth  $1000  per  acre? 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  in  Bulletin  No.  2,  says  that  a man  can 
plant  a pecan  grove  and  cultivate  the  land  in  other  crops  as  he  has  been  doing 
and  at  the  same  time  be  developing  his  pecan  grove  that  wall  be  worth  from 
$1,000  to  $2,000  per  acre. 

SUITABLE  SOIL  FOR  PECANS. 

Pecan  trees  will  come  nearer  growing  everywhere  a tree  will  grow  than 
any  other  tree  \ve  have.  Land  where  you  can  find  W'ater  from  10  to  35  feet 
deep  will,  as  a rule,  do  fin.  It  has  been  thought  that  pecans  must  be  set  on 
bottom  land,  and  it  is  good,  but  people  are  planting  more  pecans  on  up  land 


and  cut  over  pine  land  than  any  other  kind  these  days  and  are  getting  just  as 
good  results  as  on  bottom  land.  If  you  want  a pecan  grove  and  have  land  that 
grows  other  kind  of  trees  you  can  grow  pecan  trees  if  you  will  put  them  out 
and  care  for  them.

6th.  As  a rule,  our  trees  are  dug  FRESH  the  same  day  they  are  shipped 
which  is  an  advantage  over  trees  which  have  been  healed  out  from  30  to  60, 
or  even  90  days,  which  is  often  the  case  when  you  buy  from  fruit  tree  agents, 
or  from  nurseries  who  do  not  grow  their  trees,  but  buy  pecan  trees  from  whole- 
sale nurseries  located  east  of  the  Mississippi  River,  or  in  the  coast  country. 
Pecan  trees  grown  in  that  section  have  developed  very  sorry  root  systems, 
because  it  is  the  nature  of  a pecan  tree  to  have  just  a long  tap  root  with  no 
laterals.  They  are  very  tender,  fast  growing  trees,  on  account  of  having 
a long  growing  season  and  plenty  of  moisture;  but  when  these  trees  are  ship- 
ped west  of  the  Mississippi  River,  where  we  have  long,  dry,  hot  summers  and 
hard  freezes  in  the  winter,  most  of  them  will  die,  and  those  that  do  not  die 
will  make  runty  trees.  Why  not  buy  trees  that  are  acclimated  to  your  section? 

7th.  Pecan  trees  grown  in  East  Texas  are  not  sappy,  tender  trees,  but 
have  been  toughend  by  the  many  changes  of  w'eather  that  w^e  have  here, 
such  as  long,  dry,  hot  summers  and  the  freezing  winters  that  w^e  often  have 
You  know  Texas  is  noted  for  its  CHANGEABLE  WEATHER,  so  you  can 
see  that  these  conditions  make  our  trees  tougher  and  hardier  and  easier  to 
live  and  grow  off  into  thrifty  trees,  than  trees  grown  under  more  favorable 
weather  conditions  all  the  way  through.

We  grow  the  best  rooted  budded  pecan  trees  grown  in  the  South,  as 
shown  in  picture  on  left  side.  A good  root  system  is  the  life  and  making  of 
a pecan  tree.  DON’T  BUY  ANYTHING  ELSE.  90  to  100  per  cent  of  our 
trees  live  and  grow  off  nicely. 

We  plant  a certain  kind  of  seed  nuts  that  are  especially  fine  for  producing 
the  best  rooted  trees  that  are  grown. 

Our  soil  here  is  also  especially  adapted  to  producing  this  excellent  rooted 
pecan  tree.  A tree  with  good  roots,  like  ours,  can  reach  out  in  all  directions 
and  draw  MOISTURE  and  PLANT  FOOD  with  every  root. 

A well  rooted  tree  will  not  only  live  better  and  grow  better,  but  these  roots 
will  cause  it  to  bear  earlier  and  produce  more  nuts.  A well  rooted  pecan  tree 
should  be  twice  as  large  in  five  years  time  as  a poorly  rooted  tree  like  one 
shown  on  right  side  of  picture.

Ninety  per  cent  of  the  Nurseries  grow  pecan  trees  like  the  one  on  the 
right  side  of  picture,  which  can  not  draw  any  moisture  or  plant  food  except 
from  the  soil  which  comes  in  contact  with  this  one  tap  root  and  in  some  cases 
a very  few  lateral  roots. 

A tree  with  practically  no  lateral  roots,  in  most  cases,  can  not  live,  and 
the  ones  that  do  live  can  not  make  a satisfactory  growth,  as  they  can  not 
draw  a sufficient  amount  of  moisture  and  plant  food.

HOW,  AND  WHY,  WE  GROW  THOROUGHBRED  PEACH  TREES. 

We  have  found  that  it  is  just  as  important  to  set  out  thoroug^hbred  peach 
trees  in  your  young  orchards  as  it  is  for  the  farmer  to  plant  good  seed,  or  for 
the  stockman  to  have  the  best  thoroughbred  stock,  so  we  are  seleccting  our 
buds  from  the  best  parent  trees  that  can  be  found.  We  do  not  plant  the  poorly 
developed  home  grown  peach  seed  in  our  nursery,  which  are  most  likely  to 
be  diseased  if  seeds  carry  disease  germs.  All  the  seed  that  we  plant  are  grown 
in  the  mountains  of  some  of  the  Eastern  States,  which  are  grown  on  wild  seed- 
ling trees,  where  no  niseases  have  been  found.  These  seed  naturally 
develop  a good  root  system  and  when  planted  in  our  excellent  nursery  soil  we 
get  the  finest  root  system  on  our  trees  that  can  be  found. 

These  strong,  vigorous,  seedlings  will  be  budded  with  buds  that  have  been 
carefully  selected  from  the  very  best  bearing  trees  that  could  be  found  in  this 
section.  These  trees  are  heavy  bearers  (some  producing  as  much  as  fifteen 


bushels  of  splendid  peaches  in  one  season,)  good  size,  and  well  colored,  with 
a delicious  flavor.  Hadn’t  you  rather  have  one  of  these  trees  than  two  of  the 
common  trees.? 

Remember,  these  thoroughbred  trees  can  be  bought  direct  from  us  for 
much  less  money  than  you  will  pay  the  agent  for  just  common  trees.  An 
orchard  set  with  the  right  kind  of  trees  will  be  worth  much  more  than  the 
one  where  no  special  care  is  used  in  selecting  the  right  kind  of  trees.  There 
are  very  few  nurserymen  that  select  their  buds  but  use  them  as  they  come 
to  them,  just  so  it’s  of  the  variety  they  want. 

NOW  IS  THE  TIME  TO  SET  OUT  A PEACH  ORCHARD 

There  has  never  been  a better  time  t oset  out  a peach  orchard  than  now, 
because  90  per  cent  of  the  old  orchards  have  died  out  from  the  want  of  care 
and  attention. 

At  one  time  there  were  thousands  and  thousands  of  acres  of  peach  trees 
set  out  in  East  Texas  ranging  in  size  from  five  to  four  thousand  acres. 
These  large  orchards  produced  a few  good  crops,  but  on  account  of  poor 
management  most  of  them  soon  lost  money  and  let  their  orchards  die  out,  so 
these  large  commercial  orchards  are  out  of  the  way  in  East  Texas  and 
now  everything  points  to  success  for  the  small,  well  cared  for  orchard. 

WHO  WILL  SET  OUT  PEACH  ORCHARDS? 

There  are  three  classs  of  men.  One  class  will  not  set  out  an  orchard 
because  he  knows  he  will  not  give  it  the  proper  attention,  another  class  will 
set  out  a nice  orchard  and  give  it  good  care  for  two  or  three  years  and  will 
then  neglect  it  and  let  it  die  for  the  lack  of  proper  care,  but  the  third  class 
or  successful  man  will  set  out  an  orchard  and  give  it  good  care  and  attention 
and  will  make  a big  lot  of  money  out  of  the  business.  Which  will  you  be? 

THERE  ARE  FIVE  THINGS  NECESSARY  TO  MAKE  A SUCCESS  IN 
GROWING  PEACHES. 

Selection  of  the  proper  soil,  buying  good,  thrifty,  well  roted,  true  to 
name  trees,  cultivate  and  fertilize  them  well.  Spray  as  often  as  necessary. 
Ship  nothing  but  first  class  fruit.  You  will  make  good  money  out  of  an 
orchard  if  you  will  do  these  five  things.

This  peach  nursery  is  one  of  the  largest  in  the  state  and  w'ill  take  care 
of  your  order  whether  it  be  large  or  small  and  have  the  leading  varieties  as 
listed  below : 

VICTOR — Is  one  of  the  earliest  peaches  and  ripens  the  middle  of  May. 

FAIR’S  BEAUTY — (See  Special  Price.)  This  is  the  first  large  yellow 
peach  which  ripens  from  June  5 to  10th.  This  peach  will  make  you  money. 

EARLY  WHEELER — This  is  a large  w^hite  peach  with  red  cheeks  that 
ripens  about  June  5th  to  10th. 


SLAPPY— This  is  a good  size,  yellow,  freestone  peach,  that  ripens  from 
June  18th  to  25th. 

ELBERTA— This.is  the  greatest  commercial  peach  grown.  Ripens  from 
July  5th  to  10th.  70  per  cent  of  our  trees  are  of  this  variety. 

AUGBERTA— Ripens  about  August  10th  to  20th  and  is  very  much  like 
the  Elberta  in  looks,  but  is  a better  flavored  peach.  It  always  sells  for  a 
good  price.  Freestone. 

MIXON  CLING — Ripens  about  August  1st.  This  is  a large  white  cling 
with  a red  cheek.  Very  fine  for  making  sweet  pickles  or  for  preserving. 

STINSON  OCTOBER— Ripens  about  October  1st  to  10th.  White  with 
red  cheek.  One  of  the  best  all-round  late  peaches. 

SPECIAL  PRICES  ON  FAIR^S  BEAUTY  PEACH— This  is  a new  semi- 
cling,  yellow  peach  which  has  a beautiful  red  cheek  and  ripens  about  June  5th 
to  10th.  It  has  a better  flavor  and  is  a better  looking  peach  than  the  Elberta; 
also  gets  ripe  from  20  to  30  days  earlier.  This  is  the  first  yellow  peach  that 
gets  ripe  that  will  stand  shipping.
